The stand of Mr. Philip Snowden for a fairer share 
in reparations payment was generally criticized in Europe 
and the United States, but heartily supported in Great 
Britain. It is difficult to understand the lack of sympathy 
that greeted the British demands.

Great Britain owes the United States a vast sum of 
money, borrowed for the purposes of the efficient prosecu 
tion of the war purposes really common to all the allied 
and associated powers. But, vast as is her debt to the 
United States, the amount owing to her by her war debt 
ors totalled three-fold that which she herself owed to that 
country--and the huge difference between what was owing 
to. and what was owing from her she has remitted. In 
addition to that, as regards the debt that she owes to the 
United States, she has made satisfactory funding arrange 
ments for its discharge, her obligations under which she 
is. as is her wont, fulfilling honorably and punctualiy. 
\eceptance of the Young plan, in its entirety, would have 
involved, it is estimated, a discrepancy between what she 
has to pay and what she would have received of something 
like $5,000,000,000. Once more she would have been left 
“holding the bag’——-and to a pretty tune 

Unexpectedly, however, Great Britain refused any longer 
ty be the international goat. And in the face of her un 
faltering attitude, rather then see the Young plan ship- 
wrecked, France, Italy and Belgium finally proposed to 
reduce their own receipts in order to provide 80 per cent 
of the British demands.

tinguish the general theory of relat-

of the theory, the unitary field 
theory, from other physical theories 
are the degree of formal speculation 
the slender empirical basis, the bold 
ness of theoretical construction and, 
finally, the fundamental reliance on 
the uniformity of the secrets of na- 
tural law and their accessibility to 
the speculative intellect It is this 
feature which appears as a weakness 
to physicists who ineline toward 
realism or positivism, but is especial 
ly attractive, nay fascinating, to the 
speculative mathematical mind 

“One thing may be said in defence 
of the theory. Advance in scientific 
knowledge must bring about the re 
sult that an increase in formal sim- 
plicity can only be won at the cost 
of an increased distance or gap be 
tween the fundamental hypothesis ot 
the theory on the one hand and the 
directly observed facts on the other 
hand Theory is compelled to pass 
more and more from the inductive 
to the deductive method, even 
though the most important demand 
to be made of every scientific theory 
Will always remain; that it must fit 
the facts.”’ 

The first thing that Einstein re 
cognised Was that there is nothing 
in our world—-from the electron 
spinning within the molecule to the 
planet and the sun whirling through 
space—-that is physically distinguish- 
able as at “‘absolute rest.’ In the 
whole vastness of the universe there 
is nothing which exemplifies the 
static laws which men have made to 
govern their living There is no ab- 
solute high nor low, no mass privil- 
eged over any other mass, no mo- 
tion superior to any other motion. 

The state “rest,” in a_ physical 
sense, is merely a conception. Ein- 
stein made clear when he was only 
twenty-five that if an observer and 
an object move in a straight line 
and with uniform velocity regard- 
less of whether that velocity be one 
or a million miles an hour-—no ex 
periment which the observer might 
onduct could detect any motion 
whatsoever, either of himself or of 
the object, unless the observer mad: 
reference to some body outside hi 
own moving system.

Speculating in Alberta Oils 


Public Should Beware of Over-O ptimism—Facts, Not Hopes, 
Only Real Basis for Market Commitments 


cy THE various showings of crude 
petroleum and its associated pro- 
ducts so far discovered in Alberta, 
the Turner Valley Field and adjacent 
Waite Valley, Highwood, Black Dia- 
mond, Jumping Pound and Grease 
Creek structures are at present the 
most interesting, say Watt and Watt, 
members of the Toronto Stock Ex- 
change, in a recent review of the 
situation. 
These structures are classified in 
although the 
Turner Valley is so far the only act- 


one group because, 


ually proven productive area among 
them, the others have the same geo- 
logical identity and, should produc 
tion be obtained on any or all, it 
would logically be expected to re- 
semble the Turner Valley production 
and to be secured at the same horiz 
ons and under similar conditions. 

While production of ‘‘wet gas” 
from which the more volatile con- 
stituents of crude Petroleum are ex- 
tracted by mechanical processes is 
well known in other fields, it must 
be understood that the Turner Valley 
is in particular quite distinet from 
anything elsewhere known at pre- 
sent. 

In other fields the “wet gas” is 
derived from productive crude fields, 
that is from so-called “generative 
series,” (formations in which the 
crude oil and gas have been created), 
or from “reservoir” rocks to which, 
because of porosity and specific grav- 
ity the crude oil and gas have mi- 
grated and been held by a capping 
of some “‘sealing’’ rock, too dense to 
permit passage. 

In Turner Valley the naphtha sat- 
urated gas is obtained in the lime- 
stones (dolomitic) which are, appar- 
ently, neither a generative nor a 
reservoir series, and which permit 
the passage of the gas through the 
faulted and shattered sections along 
the Foothills caused by the upthrust 
of the Rockies, which not only shat 
tered the hard limes, but also folded 
them in such fashion as to bring 
them within the reach of modern 
drilling equipment 


? 


This occurrence is not ideal in 
that the shattering of the lime is 
not as pronounced in some sections 
as in others and wells drilled in a 
ighter part of the formation get 
small production or none at all. The 
Home Oil would seem to have drill- 
ed into very broken ground and se 
cured larger production than in oth 
er sections It is known that Home 
No. 2 is on the apex of two fissures. 
In connection with this, it is inter- 
esting to note that the gas in the 
more southern and seemingly more 
shattered part of the field, including 
Home Oil, is much more productive, 
yielding around 1.5 gals. of crude 
naphtha 1) to 76 Beaumé—to 
1,000 cu. ft. as against 0.8 gals. to 
1000 cu. ft. of the same = specific 
gravity in the northern sections. 

While the origin of this gas is not 
known, acceptable theory would in- 
dicate the drainage to come’ from 
south and east and from an approx 
imate depth of 16,000 ft. to 20,000 
tt Any opinion as to the possible 
life or production of this field would 
appear to be presumptuous to an ex 
treme, and the drilling of so many 
and so closely spaced wells might 
constitute a possible excessive drain 
age and consequent termination of 
production which might be obtained 


at much less expense (fewer wells). 


Fortunately Imperial Oil, Limited, is 
getting control of the situation, and, 
as far as possible, is putting it on a 
sounder and less wasteful basis. <A 
good example of this policy is the 
Royalite-Mayland combination with 
resultant elimination of the neces- 
sity of drilling off-set wells, which 
necessity exists among some _ inde- 
pendents in the field. 
Well-drilling is both 
and expensive but seems in many 


hazardous 


cases to have been undertaken with 
no due appreciation of that fact. Be- 
cause of the considerable depth (be- 
tween 4,000 ft. and 6,000 ft.) a well 
may cost from $100,000 to $200,000, 
with no reasonable certainty of ob- 
taining profitable production, and in 
the event of getting a high gas pres- 
sure even with the best equipment 
and most skilled labor, the danger 
of losing a hole is very great. Im- 
perial Oil has done much to prevent 
disaster in the tield by undertaking 
supervision of many independent 
operations 


*~ 


A certain amount of crude oil, of 
about 55° B., is obtained from the 
Dalhousie sands, but this is gener 
ally small and is not consistent. Pro- 
duction has been running at a little 
over 70,000 barrels of crude naphtha 
and around 20,000 barrels of erude 
oil per month. This present produc 
tion is in excess of the demands of 
the district, and any inerease will 
necessitate the extra expense of 
transportation by rail to more dis- 
tant markets. 

Until the field has indicated a 
much larger production and a reas 
onable permanency of same it is un- 
likely that any large expense in the 
way of long pipe lines, ete., essential 
to economical handling and trans- 
portation, will be undertaken It 
must be borne in mind that when 
the gas flow ceases or diminishes to 
any great degree in Turner Valley, 
production of crude naphtha will al- 
so cease or diminish in proportion, 
and the field will not remain profit 
able as a pumping proposition, as 
generally occurs in the known crude 
oil tields. The naphtha is brought 
by the gas to the surface, condensed 
and precipitated by the extreme tem- 
perature—-(app. 22 below zero) to 
Which the gas is reduced by the sud- 
den great expansion on release and 
no amount of optimism can predict 
a flow of naphtha after a cessation 
of gas discharge 

The naphtha was some time past 
reduced in price 50 cents a barrel to 
$3.60 and faces a probable further 
reduction Of the other structures 
mentioned above, Waite Valley, 
Highwood, Black Diamond and 
Jumping Pound are being drilled, 
but in only one case (Highwood No. 
1) has the lime been reached so far. 
In all of these there is a good possi- 
bility of obtaining production, al 
though there is a possibility that the 
drain into the Waite Valley structure 
may be interrupted by the Turner 
Valley fold.

Statistics 


YOME interesting figures regarding 


XQ 


automobile accidents have been 
supplied by the Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. Its record for the first six 
months of 1929 shows that such ac- 
cidents in the State took the lives 
of S82 persons and injured 14,596. 

Of those killed, 570 were pedes- 
trians and 375 were occupants of 


vehicles Forty-eight were children. 


In the 18,755 accidents reported, 
there were 18 male drivers involved 
for every woman driver. For every 
30 crashes in which men _ drivers 
were involved one person was killed, 
while the rate for Women drivers was 
one fatality for every 46 accidents. 

Twice as many men and women 
over 55 years of age were at the 
wheel when accidents took place 
than boys and girls under 18 

Another fact brought out was that 
7.117 of the 18,755 accidents report 
ed took place on Saturday and Sun- 
day, while 8,449 of the total number 


occurred between the hours of 4 and
